The stakes are higher this 
week than they’ve been in 
years for the Halifax Moose- 
heads. 

After three long rebuild¬ 
ing seasons that featured 
just two home playoff 
games, the Mooseheads are 
finally playing hockey that 
matters, locked in a fierce, 
high-profile battle with the 
(Quebec Remparts in the 
C^MJHL quarter-finals. 

After back-to-back road 
losses put them behind 2-0 
in the best-of-seven series, 
the Mooseheads host the 
next three games — if a 
third game is necessary — 
at the Metro Centre starting 
Tuesday at 7 p.m. 

“We have our home

crowd here and everyone’s 
really excited to get back on 
the ice,” said Mooseheads 
winger Darcy Ashley. “It’s 
two highly skilled teams 
and there’s going to be a lot 
of energy in the building. 
It’s going to be exciting.” 

More than 26,000 turned 
out for the first two games 
at Colisee Pepsi in (Quebec 
City. Fans were treated to 
fast-paced hockey featuring 
some of the top NHL pros¬ 
pects on the planet. 

Both games were nail- 


biters, with the Remparts 
winning 4-3 in overtime on 
Saturday and 4-2 with an 
empty-netter on Friday. 

The Mooseheads aver¬ 
aged crowds of close to 
7,500 in a first-round sweep 
of the Moncton Wildcats, 
generating atmosphere 
that hadn’t been seen at 
the Metro Centre for QM- 
JHL hockey since the Herd’s 
2007-08 playoff run featur¬ 
ing Jakub Voracek and Brad 
Marchand. 

“It’s like having a sev¬ 
enth player on the ice,” Ash¬ 
ley said. “Our fans, especial¬ 
ly in the playoffs, have been 
great. The first two games, 
this building was full of 
energy and it’s something 
you want to be a part of.” 

Although weeknight 
crowds can be a tough sell, 
the Mooseheads are hoping 
for even more fans as they 
fight for their playoff lives. 

“The way people were 
(cheering) in the first round 
... we’re hoping for there 
to be even more noise and 
more push from the crowd,” 
said Mooseheads head coach 
Dominique Ducharme. “It 
can only help our guys.”

Search for 

missing 

fisherman 

postponed 

again 

Halifax police postponed 
the search for a missing 
33-year-old fisherman 
for a second straight day 
on Monday. 

Police began the 
search for Brent Walton 
of Eastern Passage Friday 
at noon after receiving a 
report his boat capsized 
in Level Spot Lake in 
the Upper Lakeville 
area. The search was 
postponed Sunday and 
was scheduled to resume 
Monday but was called 
off because of the high 
winds. 

“Officers’ safety is 
of paramount import¬ 
ance to us,” said RCMP 
spokeswoman Sgt. Brig- 
dit Leger. “So, due to the 
high winds, the search 
was suspended today.” 

Police say Walton was 
with another fisherman 
when their boat began 
experiencing mechan¬ 
ical difficulties. The boat 
capsized and the other 
man swam to shore for 
help. 

“At this time, we 
are still conducting a 
missing-person investi¬ 
gation. The focus of our 
search when this first 
occurred was the shore¬ 
line and that search was 
concluded with nega¬ 
tive results,” she said. 
“The next phase of our 
search, we’re focusing 
on the area where Mr. 
Walton was last seen, 
and that was of course 
in Level Spot Lake.”

Weekend incident has 
pet owners worried

A border collie was caught in 
a snare in Shubie Park over 
the holiday weekend. 

Frank Zinck was walking 
his two dogs in Shubie Park 
on Saturday when he noticed 
a border collie with a wire 
snare around its neck. The 
dog’s owner didn’t notice the 
wire since it was buried in 
the deep fur. 

“I bent down to pet him 
and got a little jab from the 
wire. I realized he had a snare 


around his neck,” Zinck said. 

Zinck, who has hunting 
experience, said he doesn’t 
think it was a rabbit snare. 
He said the wire was too 
thick and a dog would never 
be able to get its head in a 
rabbit snare, which is about 
the size of a fist. 

“To me, this was deliber¬ 
ately set for dogs. I’m con¬ 
vinced of it.” 

Zinck said the dog’s 
owner was really concerned 
and told him he only lets his 
dog off leash in Shubie Park. 


“The only thing that saved 
that border collie was he got 
caught and struggled and 
it was his freaking out and 
twisting motion that broke 
the end off it,” Zinck said. 

He added that the dog’s 
long fur kept the snare from 
doing too much damage. The 
wire was fully around the 
dog’s neck, but the end of 
it was hanging down by its 
chest. 

Zinck wasn’t the only 
dog owner concerned about 
snares hiding in a very popu¬ 


lar public park. 

“I think that’s terrible,” 
said Valerie Lowe of Dart¬ 
mouth, who walks her bor¬ 
der collie every day in Shubie 
Park. “It’s a park for children 
and dogs off leash. They 
could really get injured.” 

East Dartmouth-The 
Lakes Coun. Darren Fisher 
was out with others search¬ 
ing Shubie Park Monday 
afternoon for more snares. 

“We’re kicking through 
the bushes to see if this was 
a one-off or if someone is out 
there tr 3 dng to hurt dogs.” 

But they didn’t find any¬ 
thing — not surprising in 
such a huge, wooded park. 

The incident was reported 
to the Department of Natural 
Resources, who couldn’t be 
reached for comment Mon¬ 
day.

“The investigation is on¬ 
going to determine what 
caused the collision,” said 
RCMP Sgt. Brigdit Leger. 

“At this time we haven’t 
eliminated any possible 
cause.”

Man asks cops 
to shoot him 

A Truro man who wanted 
police to shoot him follow¬ 
ing a domestic dispute was 
disabled with a Taser stun 
gun over the weekend. 

Truro Pohce Service 
Insp. Rob Hearn said that 
when officers responded 
to the residence on L 3 mn 
Street on Saturday, they 
were greeted by a man 


holding a knife. 

“And when they arrived he 
wanted the officers to shoot 
him,” Hearn said. 

Aaron David Anderson, 

34, is currently being held in 
remand and is scheduled to 
appear in provincial court in 
Truro on Tuesday. 

Hearn said the Truro force 
deploys its Taser guns up to 
about five times per year and 
for every incident a report is 
sent to the Nova Scotia Depart¬ 
ment of Justice.

Students, faculty worry 
about future of NSCAD 



Art school. Board has 
not recommended a 
merger, but report says 
talks have begun for 
possible ‘affiliation’ 
with Dalhousie and 
Saint Mary's. 


A report recommending fewer 
professors and higher tuition 
fees at the Nova Scotia College 
of Art and Design is generating 
a backlash from the school’s 
student and faculty unions, 
who say such measures would 
harm the classroom. 

Alvin Comiter, president of 
the faculty union for NSCAD, 
said the board of governors 
report would be a setback for 
the cash-strapped school if the 
provincial government were to 
accept it. 

“I think people are going to 
be very angiy when they read 
it and they’re going to feel be¬ 
trayed,” Comiter said Monday. 

“We were told over and over 
and over again in public meet¬ 
ings and in private conversa¬ 
tions with representatives from 
the board that there would be... 


no layoffs of employees.” 

The report, released last 
Thursday, recommends re¬ 
ducing the school’s workforce 
by 26 employees in this ffscal 
year through early retirement 
incentives and severance pack¬ 
ages. It says of those 26 pos¬ 
itions, the majority should not 
be replaced, and those that are 
should be paid at a lower rate. 

“It’s hard to imagine that 


they can do that without ser¬ 
iously affecting the quality of 
our programs,” Comiter said. 

The board’s report addresses 
recommendations made by 
Howard Windsor in his Decem¬ 
ber 2011 report on financial 
troubles at the 125-year-old 
university. 

The foiancial sustainability 
plan, now with the province’s 
Advanced Education Depart-

ment, outlines the school’s 
plan to reduce its multimillion- 
doUar deficit. 

The board said the school 
faces a deficit that could grow 
to $4.9 million by 2016-17 if 
no changes are implemented. 
However, it said its recommen¬ 
dations could see the deficit 
drop to $1.7 million in that 
same fiscal year. 

Part of the board’s plan 
includes a tuition-fee hike to 
$6,000 from $5,660 to bring the 
university in line with provin¬ 
cial averages, it said. 

Robyn Touchie, president of 
the university’s student union, 
said the fee hikes would be 
exorbitant. 

“I don’t feel like I can af¬ 
ford to pay that much more of 
tuition and still be able to live,” 
Touchie said.

Titanic. Musical 
tribute to ship’s 
musicians takes place 
in Halifax tonight 


They are remembered for play¬ 
ing on as the Titanic sank to its 
watery grave, but exactly what 
song the orchestra chose as its 
last remains up for debate. 

Joumahst Alan Hustak, who 
has written extensively on the 
tragedy, says the men played 
mostly upbeat melodies, but 
it’s widely believed their last 
song was Nearer, My God, to 
Thee. 

“There are two hymns 
called Nearer, My God, to Thee, 
and one is British and one is 
American,” says Hustak, author 
of Titanic; The Ganadian Stoiy. 

“The Americans aboard 
claimed they heard the Amer¬ 
ican hymn and the British 
claimed they heard the British 
hymn ... but there is no ques¬ 
tion they played (imtil the 
end).” 

Only three bodies of the 
eight members of the orches¬ 
tra were recovered in the 
aftermath of the tragedy: Band 
leader Wallace Hartley, violin¬ 
ist John Law Hume and bass 
violinist John Frederick Preston

Hartley was buried in Golne, 
England, while Halifax was 
the final resting place for both 
Hume and Glarke. 


Hume, who lies in Fairview 
Lawn Gemeteiy, was bom 
in Dumfries, Scotland. The 
21-year-old was planning to 
many his pregnant girlMend 
on his return from overseas. 


and was known equally for his 
musical talent and penchant 
for practical jokes. 

For John Frederick Preston 
Glarke, a bass violinist from 
Liverpool, England, the voy¬ 


age from Southampton to New 
York Gity was his first time at 
sea. 

Glarke had worked in an 
orchestra pit playing music for 
silent films before setting sail 


on the Titanic at the age of 28. 

Among the items foimd on 
his body was a gold ring with 
the inscription J.F.P.G. He is bur¬ 
ied at Mount Ohvet Gemeteiy.

Construction of Melford terminal to begin this year 


The developers of a $350-mil¬ 
lion deepwater container ter¬ 
minal in the Strait of Ganso say 
the project will begin this year. 

Richie Mann, vice-president 
of marketing for Melford Inter¬ 
national Terminal, said fund¬ 
ing for the project has already 
been secured. 


“It’s fair to say that there’s 
significant interest in the pro¬ 
ject. The value proposition is 
certainly getting the attention 
of the major carriers and, as I 
said, we remain optimistic,” 
Mann said. 

Mann said a freight cus¬ 
tomer base must be developed 


before constmction begins. 

“We have a desire to get 
constmction going as soon as 
possible,” Mann said. “We will 
not do that until we have all 
of the elements in place that 
we deem necessaiy, and that 
includes cargo commitment.” 

In July 2010, Maher Termin¬ 


als said it would be taking an 
unspecified stake in the ter¬ 
minal, which will cover 315 
acres and include an inter- 
modal on-dock rail facility and 
a 1,500-acre logistics park on 
the mainland side of the strait. 

An economic-impact state¬ 
ment says the terminal is 


expected to employ up to 80 
people per shift. That estimate 
does not include customs 
and security officers, associ¬ 
ated tmclting and constmction 
jobs, as weU as jobs associated 
with the development of a pro¬ 
posed logistics park.

Budget 2012-13. School board 
sharpening knives for deep cuts 


Exactly what will be placed 
on the chopping block by 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board will be hammered out 
over the next few weeks. 

The province has asked 
school boards to trim their 
budgets by three per cent. 
Last week, Ghignecto-Gen- 
tral Regional School Board 
decided to cut 41 librarian 
positions to make its budget 
work. 

“I don’t envy Ghignecto 
in making that decision. Li¬ 
braries are an integral part 
of the education we provide 
in the school,” said Irvine 
Garvery, chairman of the 
Halifax Regional School 
Board. 

“Obviously they had no 
other recourse when they 
compare librarians to teach¬ 
ers in the classroom.” 



The Halifax Regional 
School Board’s finance depart¬ 
ment is preparing the budget 
and will present it to the 
board in a closed-door meet¬ 
ing next week. The board will

examine its options and a 
final budget will be discussed, 
and voted on, during a public 
board meeting. 

“Everything’s on the 
table,” Garvery said. 

All boards are facing the 
same challenge, he said. 
“And what I’m hearing is 
that there’s no way they’re 
going to be able to meet 
those cuts without affecting 
staff. I’m hearing that right 
across the province.”

Reinstated. 

Vancouver’s Jenna 
Talackova allowed 
to compete in Miss 
Universe Canada, says 
Donald Trump 


Miss Universe contestant Jenna 
Talackova has a boyfriend and 
hopes to have two kids some 
day, but didn’t initially tell him 
she was bom male, the trans- 
gender Canadian beauty queen 
said Monday. 

In an interview with ABC 
Television’s Good Morning 
America, Talackova said she 
and her boyfriend of two-and- 
a-half years needed to get to 
know each other as friends 
before she told him about her 
sex-change procedure. 

“Of course I had to let him 
know,” Talackova said. 

“He was very supportive, 
very accepting. He saw me for 
who I was.”

Talackova was asked wheth¬ 
er she wants to have children. 
She replied, without elaborat¬ 
ing, “Yes, I want to have two 
children.” 

Talackova, 23, had already 
made the Miss Universe Canada 
final before pageant organizers 
unleashed a wave of global 
media attention last month by 
disqualifying her on the basis 
she had to be a “naturally bom” 


female. 

Pageant owner Donald 
Tmmp finally stepped in 
and overruled that decision, 
reinstating her ahead of the 
May 19 Miss Universe Canada 
contest. 

High-profile American law¬ 
yer Gloria Allred said Trump 
did the right thing by allowing 
Talackova to stay in the compe¬ 
tition, because the disqualifica¬ 
tion was simply wrong, some¬ 
thing that should be recognized 
globally. 

“We wanted Donald Trump 
to step up and be a leader in 
this battle for equahty (and) 
we’re very happy that he has 
conceded that mle does violate 
the laws of Canada and of the 
United States,” Allred said. 

Tmmp appeared to agree 
with that position last week, 
saying it wouldn’t be fair to al¬ 
low transgender contestants to 
compete only in certain coun¬ 
tries. 

Talackova, of Vancouver, 
imderwent sex-change surgery 
at age 19. the Canadian press

Companies, schools, mu¬ 
nicipalities and other groups 
can apply to a $2-million pot 
for money to host their own 
Diamond Jubilee parties. 

But a report by the Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee advisory com¬ 
mittee said that by last fall 
the department had already 
received more party pitches 
than it could pay for. 

The report did not say how 
many of those eligible propos¬ 
als would actually be ffinded. 
Nor did it give any examples 
of the celebrations proposed. 

The government has not 
disclosed which groups re¬ 
ceived Diamond Jubilee 
money. 

A spokesman for Heritage 
Minister James Moore said 
roughly half the funding has 
so far been allocated. The 
rest will be disbursed later 
this year. 

The head of the Monarch¬ 
ist League of Canada attrib¬ 
uted the large volume of 
applications to a renewed

The corpse of a young killer 
whale whose death may be 
linked to Canadian war games 
has prompted an investiga¬ 
tion by U.S. authorities. 

The body of the southern 
resident orca — an endan¬ 
gered species in the United 
States — was discovered on 
Long Beach in Washington 
state in Februaiy, just days 
after HMCS Ottawa conducted 
sonar training exercises in the 
waters off Victoria. 

A preliminaiy examination 
indicated significant trauma 
around the head, chest and 
right side of the orca known as 
LI 12, but results of necropsy 


and pathology tests and a scan 
of the animal’s head are in¬ 
complete. Just hours after the 
navy sonar tests were heard, 
southern resident killer whales 
were spotted in the same area 
in the Haro Strait that divides 
Canada and the United States. 

The law-enforcement office 
of the US. National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion, or NOAA, has laimched 
an investigation into the death. 
Brian Gorman, with NOAA’s Na¬ 
tional Marine Fisheries Service, 
said investigators haven’t made 
a connection between the naval 
exercise and the death of the

Suspects in court 
following Tulsa 
shooting spree 

Two Oklahoma men sus¬ 
pected in a shooting ram¬ 
page that left three people 
dead and terrorized Tulsa’s 
African-American commun¬ 
ity made their first court ap¬ 


pearance Monday. 

Jake England, 19, and 
Alvin Watts, 32, appeared 
via closed-circuit TV. 

The judge set their bond 
at $9.16 million US apiece. 

Both are being held on 
suspicion of three counts 
of first-degree murder, two 
counts of shooting with the 
intent to kill and one count 
of possession of a firearm 
in the commission of a fel¬ 
ony. They will be formally 


charged at a later date. 
Neither had an attorney 
present. Their next appear¬ 
ance is set for April 16. 

Police have identified 
both suspects as white, 
while all five victims in Fri¬ 
day’s shootings were black. 
Police say it’s too early to 
say whether the attacks in 
Tulsa’s predominantly black 
north side were racially 
motivated.

No grand jury in

A grand jury will not look 
into the Tra 5 won Martin 
death, a U.S. special prosecu¬ 
tor said Monday, eliminating 
the possibility of a first-de¬ 
gree murder charge and leav¬ 
ing the decision of whether 
to charge the teen’s shooter 
in her hands alone. 

Angela Corey said her 
decision had no bearing on 
whether she would file char¬ 
ges against George Zimmer¬ 
man, the neighbourhood- 
watch volunteer who has said 
he shot the unarmed black 
teen in self-defence. 

Corey could still decide 
to charge him with a serious 
felony such as manslaughter, 
which can carry a lengthy 



prison sentence. 

The case has led to pro¬ 
tests across the U.S. and 
spurred a debate about race 
and the laws of self-defence. 
Martin was black; Zimmer¬ 
man’s father is white and his 
mother is Hispanic. 

Zimmerman has claimed 
self-defence in the Feb. 26 
confrontation and shoot¬ 
ing. Florida’s self-defence 
law gives wide leeway to use 
deadly force and eliminates a 
person’s duty to retreat in the 


face of danger. 

A grand jury had been set 
to meet Tuesday. Corey has 
long had a reputation for not 
using grand juries if not ne¬ 
cessary. In Florida, only first- 
degree murder cases require 
the use of grand juries. 

Corey’s decision means 
she doesn’t have to rely on 
potentially unpredictable jur¬ 
ors, said David Hill, an Orlan¬ 
do criminal defence attorney. 

“Let’s give her the bene¬ 
fit of the doubt. Maybe she 
knows there isn’t enough for 
first-degree murder but she 
wants to maintain control 
and charge him with some¬ 
thing else,” Hill said. “What 
does she need a grand jury 
for? She cuts out the un¬ 
predictability of the grand 
jury. She goes where she feels 
she has more evidence.” 

Corey took over the case 
last month after the prosecu¬

An avalanche that buried 
more than 120 soldiers in 
a Himalayan region close 
to India has put a spotlight 
on what critics say is one of 
world’s most pointless mil- 
itaiy deployments: Two pov¬ 
erty-wracked nations engaged 
in a costly standoff over an 
uninhabitable patch of moun¬ 
tain and ice. 

Since Saturday morning 
when the massive wall of 
snow engulfed a Pakistani 
military complex close to the 
Siachen Glacier, rescue teams 
have been unable to dig up 
any survivors. There is now 
very little hope that even a 
small number of people will 
come out alive. 

A team of U.S. military ex¬ 


perts was expected to arrive 
at the site Monday to assist in 
the rescue efforts, according 
to an American official. The 
team flew in from Afghan¬ 
istan after the Pakistani army 
asked for help, the official said 
on condition of anon 3 miity be¬ 
cause he was not authorized 
to brief the media. 

The U.S. militaiy helped 
Pakistan after the 2005 Kash¬ 
mir earthquake and floods in 
2010, ventures that Washing¬ 
ton used to bolster efforts to 
strengthen its ties with Islama¬ 
bad, vital in the fight against 
al-Qaida. The current mission 
is far smaller, and comes amid 
a near-breakdown in relations 
between the two countries. 

Switzerland and Germany 


are also sending small teams 
of experts to help, said the 
Pakistani army. 

The missing soldiers are 
part of the Pakistani military 
deplo 3 mient to the Siachen 
Glacier, which forms the 
northern part of Kashmir 
region, disputed between Is¬ 
lamabad and India and the 
main source of tension be¬ 
tween the nuclear-armed ri¬ 
vals who have fought three 
wars since 1947. 

The conflict over Siachen 
began in 1984 when India 
occupied the heights of the 
78-kilometre-long glacier, 
fearing Pakistan wanted to 
claim the territory.

William Balfour, 30,

A judge will question would-

The body of her sev¬ 
en-year-old nephew, Julian 
King, was found days later in 
a sport utility vehicle several 
kilometres away. 

Selecting 12 jurors and six 
alternates able to set aside 
S3mipathy for the Holl3m^ood 
star and assess guilt only 
according to evidence pre¬ 
sented in court against Wil- 
ham Balfour could pose a 
challenge.

MOVIN’ ON UP TO A DELUXE 


Thinking of retiring on 
Mars? It could be a thing 
of the not-too-distant 
future, but blasting off 
remains expensive, and 
not a priority for earthly 
governments

Astronauts can live in space 
for six months, so what’s to 
stop others from spending 
half a year there, too? Or liv¬ 
ing there permanently? 

Very little. 

“An American millionaire 
who has made a fortune on 
hotels is already tr 3 dng out in¬ 
flatable space stations for use 
as space hotels,” notes Chris 
Welch, lecturer in astronaut¬ 
ics and space systems at the 
International Space Univer¬ 
sity in Strasbourg, France. 

“Once we have hotels in 
space, living in space won’t 
be very far away.” 

The millionaire, Robert 
Bigelow, runs the company 
Bigelow Aerospace, whose 
space capsules will provide 
long-term accommodation 
for up to six people. 

Galactic Suites also plans 
space hotels, while Richard 
Branson’s Virgin Galactic in¬ 
tends to launch short-term 
space flights to lower orbit. 

PayPal co-founder Elon 
Musk, who now runs space- 
exploration company SpaceX, 
says he’d like to retire on 
Mars. 

And at universities around 
the world, researchers are 
designing the buildings, fur¬ 
niture and even games for 
humans in space. 

The human colonies could 
float in lower orbit, as does the 
International Space Station, or 
even be built on the moon. 

But even though the sci¬ 
ence and engineering exists, 
outer space remains un¬ 
inhabited by humans. 

“It’s not a technical prob¬ 
lem, but a political one,” ex-

plains Larry Bell, professor of 
space architecture at the Uni¬ 
versity of Houston. 

“Politicians are tr 3 dng to 
fix the economy and national 
and international problems, 
so space isn’t a priority. It’s 
seen as too expensive.” 

Launching a spacecraft 
carries a price tag of some 
$10,000 per kilo. 

Space agencies and pri¬ 
vate companies, however, 
are undeterred. NASA is even 
developing new space food 
for the expected increase in 
space travellers. 

“Because there’s no grav¬ 
ity, you can’t even fry an 
egg in space,” explains Alvin 
Drew, a NASA astronaut and 
head of NASA’s advanced 
exploration systems habitat 
demonstration unit. 

“But until now, the space 
food could only last for one to 
two years. Just going to Mars 
takes 18 months. So our food 
laboratory is developing new 
ways of cooking in space. 
It’s still prepared food. But if 
you inject it into liquid you 
get a meal that’s tastes veiy 
good. I just ate a space steak 
that tasted just like the real 
thing.” 

In the end, leaving Earth 
may become a necessity. 

“Building space colonies 
will increase our chances of 
surviving,” says Welch. 

“Space exploration is hu¬ 
mans’ insurance policy.” 



Reluctant investors 


Big space, 
little interest 

The University of Houston’s 
world-famous space-archi¬ 
tecture program, headed by 
Lany Bell, has developed 
many of the buildings and 
furniture that could be used 
in space colonies. 

But, says Bell, the number 
of apphcants to the program 
has been dropping for the 
past several years. 

“Young people see no 
future in space exploration,” 


he notes. 

That’s because, five dec¬ 
ades after John F. Kennedy 
annoimced the U.S. would 
send a man to the moon, the 
space race with the Soviet 
Union is over and pohticians 
are reluctant to make major 
investments in space. 

“Space isn’t expensive 
compared to other things we 
spend money on,” reflects 
Bell. “But as far as govern¬ 
ments go, space now seems 
to be perceived as a burden.”

Anybody who has seen Bar- 
barella or Flash Gordon will 
know that space is a sexy 
place, populated with lustful 
aliens and new possibilities. 

But having a sex life 
in space is not as straight¬ 
forward as Holl 3 rwood sug¬ 
gests, and would represent a 
giant leap for mankind. With 
Earth’s resources diminish¬ 
ing, humans need space. 
They also need sex, and the 
species’ survival may depend 
on erotic breakthroughs on 
these, the big questions. 

Has anyone had sex in space? 

Nobody’s admitted it, although 
cheeky Gahfomia scientist Dr. 
Rhawn Joseph says there are 
rumours of a couple “sealing 
the deal” on the International 
Space Station. In 1991, Jan 
Davis and Mark Lee became 
the first married couple to fly 


together, breaking NASA rules 
designed to keep team har¬ 
mony, but they are believed to 
have resisted temptation. 

Is it even possible? 

“The fantasy might be vastly 
superior to the reality,” says 
spoilsport NASA physician Jim 
Logan, pointing to motion sick¬ 


ness and the “messy environ¬ 
ment” it would create. In 2000, 
French science writer Pierre 
Kohler claimed that NASA had 
been testing zero-gravity sex in 
different positions but it was 
revealed to be a hoax. NASA 
says it has never conducted 
any such research but is not 
against sex in principle, as 


long as astronauts have “a con¬ 
stant commitment to honour¬ 
able behaviour.” 

What is the best space-sex tech 
available? 

Probably actress/writer Vanna 
Bonta’s “2 Suit,” which uses 
light, flexible material that a 
couple can share pla 3 ftime in. 
“Sex in space is not just a good 
idea, it’s survival,” said our 
hero. Real-estate bilhonaire 
Robert Bigelow is also ahead 
of the game with his Genesis 
prototype space hotel. 

Could a baby be born in space — 
and would it be human? 

Yes and no. “If you put an in¬ 
fant on Mars, they would adapt 
to the new environment,” says 
Joseph, a neuroscientist. “And 
after several generations, you’d 
have a new species.”

When will we live in space? 

Our goal is to explore Mars 
within 25 to 30 years. To 
reach that goal, we’ll start by 
exploring asteroids, and keep 
exploring the moon. And to 
do so, we need human habi¬ 
tats on the Moon and these 
asteroids. 


What will habitats look like? 

Very different from the 
International Space Station. 
They won’t look differ¬ 
ent on the outside, but 


Seeking shelter from 
the storms in space 



Just as Earth has sun and 
wind, so does space. In fact, 
the space weather presents a 
crucial challenge to human 
habitation. 

“Space weather is not 
about sun and wind,” explains 
Dr. John Farrow, professor of 
space applications at the Inter¬ 
national Space University. 
“It’s about plasma and radia¬ 
tion. But it does have as much 
variation as our weather down 
here. In the most extreme cir¬ 
cumstances, the weather can 
terminate a space mission.” 

The space equivalent of 
rain is radiation, which rains 
down on astronauts and 
forces them to cariy “umbrel¬ 
las” — radiation-proof space 
suits — or stay inside their 
capsule. 


Weather everywhere

“But just like a regular 
umbrella doesn’t fully pro¬ 
tect against rain, a ‘space um¬ 
brella’ doesn’t fully protect 
against radiation,” notes Far¬ 
row. “And the problem with 
radiation is that you can’t see 
it.” 

Radiation, of course, causes 
chronic illnesses like cancer. 

“On the moon you have 
no protection against space 
weather,” explains Prof. Alex 
Ignatiev, director of the Cen¬ 
ter for Advanced Materials at 
the University of Houston. 

“If we’re going to live 
there, we’d need a one-to-two- 
metre-thick layer of lunar 
sand on top of the capsule. 
Lunar sand absorbs radiation 
from the sun. Mars would be 
a little easier because it has a 
bit of atmosphere. But space 
weather is a major challenge.” 

On the other hand, the 
moon has water, and is easily 
accessible from Earth. But if 
humans are to establish space 
colonies, they have to design 
space suits that will provide 
complete protection against 
radiation. 

They also have to design 
space capsules that can with¬ 
stand sudden weather chan¬ 
ges and fluctuating temper¬ 
atures. 


Not surprisingly, space 
agencies have entire teams 
dedicated to space weather, 
but they face a daunting task: 
Creating weather-proof gear 
that weighs veiy little. Weight 
is an essential issue as each 
Idlo of payload costs $10,000 
to launch into space. 

In the meantime, space 
agencies have developed a 
new capabihty — and one that 
will be extremely useful even 
to us earthlings: Space-weath¬ 
er prediction. 

“They can tell what’s com¬ 
ing and issue an alarm to com¬ 
panies operating satelhtes,” 
says Farrow. 

“If the companies don’t 
react, the satellites can be de¬ 
stroyed.” 

That would mean no 
cellphone calls, no satellite- 
beamed TV, no cloud-comput¬ 
ing.

Faltering Internet icon AOL was 
able to squeeze out more than 
$1 billion US from Microsoft 
for a trove of some 800 patents 
in an auction, the latest sign of 
just how valuable such port- 
fohos can be for the world’s big¬ 
gest technology companies. 

“There is a fight for market 
share occurring on multiple 
fronts — technology, patents, 
advertising,” said Cohn Gilhs, 
an analyst with BGC Financial 
who covers Microsoft. “Micro¬ 
soft, more so than others out 
there, has been (using) its pat¬ 
ent portfoho as a way to gen¬ 
erate hcence fees. This should 
strengthen that.” 

Patents have become a hot 
commodity in the high-tech in¬ 
dustry in recent years. They’re

“This is an important mile¬ 
stone for Facebook because 
it’s the first time we’ve ever 
acquired a product and com¬ 
pany with so many users,” GEO 
Mark Zuckerberg wrote on his 
Facebook page. “We don’t plan 
on doing many more of these, 
if any at all.” 

Facebook said it plans to 
keep Instagram running in¬ 
dependently. That’s a departure 
from its tendency to buy small 
startups and integrate the tech¬ 
nology — or shut them down 
altogether just so it can hire 
talented engineers and develop¬ 
ers. 

Facebook is paying cash and 
stock for San Francisco-based 
Instagram and hiring its 10 em¬ 
ployees. The deal is expected to 
close by the end of Jime. 

Facebook is expected to 
complete its initial pubhc of¬ 
fering of stock next month. 
Getting Instagram is a big win 
for Facebook as it works to har¬ 
ness people’s growing obses¬ 
sion with their mobile devices 
and sharing every moment of 
their lives. Instagram was only 
available on Apple devices imtil 
recently. An app for Android 
devices was released last week.

Business optimism on the rise 


Business optimism in Ganada 
is rising sharply as the gloom 
of the winter months appears 
to be giving way to better ex¬ 
pectations for sales, hiring 
and investment, a new Bank 
of Ganada survey suggests. 

The quarterly survey of 
senior management from 
100 representative firms, 
conducted over four weeks in 
February and March, found 
the outlook for future sales 
among the most positive 
since the recession. 

It showed 58 of the re¬ 
spondents expected higher 


sales in the next 12 months, 
as opposed to 23 who ex¬ 
pected fewer. 

That put Bank of Ganada’s 
important measure of busi¬ 
ness confidence at a positive 
35, a big turnaround from the 
negative four balance of opin¬ 
ion in its January report. 

It follows an unexpect¬ 
edly strong emplo 5 mient re¬ 
port last week from Statistics 
Ganada, which said 82,000 
jobs were added in March, re¬ 
versing what had been a few 
months of modest employ¬ 
ment downturns. 


“The good Ganadian news 
just keeps rolling,” said Derek 
Holt, an economist with Sco¬ 
tia Gapital. 

The snap-back in business 
confidence, while encour¬ 
aging, raises the risk of the 
central bank moving to hike 
interest rates later this year, 
although there is no urgency, 
added Bank of Montreal’s dep¬ 
uty chief economist Douglas 
Porter. 

For that to happen, he said, 
“firmer business sentiment 
has to translate into firmer 

growth.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

I recently received an email 
letting me know that 1 had 
FINALLY achieved a Klout score 
in the 40s, 45 to be precise. 
What tangible impact has this 
had on my everyday life? Abso¬ 


lutely none. 

Founded in 2008, Klout.com allows users to measure their 
fluctuating influence across the social web. While “clout” 
refers to real pohtical or social power, Klout with a “K” is a 
much more superflcial unit of measurement, much like any¬ 
thing from the Kardashian Kollection. 

Users relinquish all sorts of private data from their various 
social networks — Twitter, Facebook, Linkedin — and Klout 
compiles a score ranging from one to 100. This influence 
score reflects your ability to drive action within your social 
circles. 

I first learned about Klout at a web conference I attended 
last year. I registered immediately, a decision based on equal 
parts curiosity and vanity. After determining my score and 
realizing just how irrelevant it was, I completely forgot about 
my account. 


Scope of influence 


while I was quick to 
dismiss Klout, many are 
eager to find out where 
they land on the bar¬ 
ometer of influence. To 
date, the San Francisco 
startup has assigned 
Klout scores to over 
100 million people and 
brands worldwide.

To date, the San Francisco 
startup has assigned Klout 
scores to more than 100 
million people and brands 
worldwide. 

Interestingly, Klout not 
only tells you who you are 
influencing and how much, 
but what topics you are 
influential about. However, 
based on my personal experi¬ 
ence, the accuracy of these 
insights varies from spot-on 


to absolutely absurd. 

Here are some of the peculiar subject areas that I am 
apparently influential about: the New York Jets, animals, 
diamonds. I can guarantee that I have never made an online 
(or offline) reference to the New York Jets in my life, so who 
knows what sort of obscure logarithms they use to come up 
with this nonsense. As an animal-indifferent individual with 
a non-existent diamond collection. I’m pretty skeptical on 
whether these insights into my online reputation are really 
all that signiflcant. 

In a recent study titled The Rise of Digital Influence, 
author Brian Solis questions the accuracy of Klout and similar 
measurement tools that rank users’ online social capital. 

Solis suggests that in reality these arbitrary numbers aren’t 
a reflection of an individual’s true influence or capacity to 
influence but of their online visibility. 

As social media becomes less about socializing and more 
about shameless self-promotion, companies like Klout 
certainly aren’t going an57where. And while I’m sure there’s 
some real value in analyzing onhne engagement, this quanti- 
flcation of influence has also created an army of self-import¬ 
ant tweeters obsessing over their personal brand.

Thanks to Maynard’s oMme 
following. Can’t Say No has 
already clocked up over tMee 
million views in a month. He’s 
also got 124,560 followers on 
Twitter — and the number is 
rising. 

Can’t Say No is remmiscent 
of Justin Timberlake’s vocals, 
with a catchy “Houston, I thmk 
we got a problem” hook. 

An album is set to foUow 
tMs summer and it has al¬ 
ready gone down well with Ms 
five-star friends.

The Iron Lady

Phyllida Lloyd’s biopic on 
Margaret Thatcher takes 
its title from the Mckname 
of Britain’s first female 
prime mmister, who was 
hailed by some and cursed 
by others when she headed 
the government from 1979 
to 1990. 

The film’s 2011 
theatrical release gath¬ 
ered similar extremes 
of reactions. But nearly 
everyone agrees on one 
thing: Meryl Streep gives 
a towering performance 
in the title role. She was 
rewarded with a best-ac¬ 
tress Oscar for a portrayal 
that takes Thatcher from 
shopkeeper’s daughter 
to young bride, and from 
powerhouse in parliament 
to tottering, demented old 
widow. Lloyd, and writer 
Abi Morgan, use the 
controversial device of the 
ghost spouse. Thatcher’s 
late husband, Denis, 
played by the reliable 
Jim Broadbent, appears 
frequently as Thatcher’s 
spectral companion, offer¬ 
ing advice and admonish¬ 
ments with loving devo¬ 
tion. It’s a difficult trick to 
pull off, and its use here 
has not been universally 
applauded. But to me, it’s 
a perfect evocation by two 
superlative actors of the 
almost supernatural bond 
that longtime couples 
achieve.

Japanese studies were 


among the first to show 
that immersing oneself in 
green space, or “forest bath¬ 
ing,” has a positive effect on 
stress and immunity. 

Emerging studies show 
time spent in forests or 
urban parks also leads to 
enhanced cognitive focus 
and positive mental out¬ 
look, says Logan. 

Why? 

It is partly related to 
chemicals released from 
trees called phytoncides, 
which have been linked to 
improved immunity, and 
partly because of invisible 
negative ions found near 
water and forests; they have 
been linked to brighter 
mental outlook.

When you have allergies, you 
know how tough it can be to 
make it through a spring day 
— let alone a spring hour. 

“Your body’s natural de¬ 
fenses are overreacting to 
substances that are usually 
not harmful,” says Dr. Carol 
G. Baum, an allergist at New 
York City’s ENT and Allergy 
Associates, about how aller¬ 
gic reactions start. And lately, 
as you’ve probably heard, the 
conditions for these spring¬ 
time vexations are only get¬ 
ting worse. 

“Every year we hear that

this is the worst allergy sea¬ 
son ever, but 1 think there is 
an understanding that with 
climate change our winters 
are warmer — and certainly 
that was the case this year,” 
Baum says. 

“Because of that, the al¬ 
lergy seasons tend to start a 
little earlier and last a little 
longer, and also the pollen lev¬ 
els tend to be a little higher.” 

Thankfully, you can find 
comfort amidst the budding 
trees with these options to 
help make you breathe a little 
easier. 

Option A: Avoidance 

Simply put, learn your 
triggers and get out of their 
way. “If someone is allergic 
to pollen, I try to encourage 
them to run air-condition¬ 
ing,” Baum says. “If they’re 
in the car, have the windows 
closed, run the air-condition¬ 
ing. I always try to encourage 
people not to get a home close 


to a highway where there’s 
a lot of pollutants. I try to 
encourage pets to be out of 
the home and certainly out of 
the bedroom — you spend a 
third of your hfe sleeping in 
a bedroom, [and] dander can 
get into the bedding.” 

Option B: Medication 

“There’s a lot of medications 
available,” Baum says. “They 
include oral antihistamines 
as well as topical antihista¬ 
mines or steroids that may be 
applied as sprays to the nose 
or as drops to the eyes.” The 
good news is you can find a 
combination that works best 
for you. 

Option C: Allergy shots 

Allergen immunother¬ 

apy, or allergy shots, 
exposes your body to aller¬ 
gens in small doses. “You 
give minute amounts of the 
allergen very gradually, on 
a weekly basis, usually over 


a period of about six months,” 
Baum says. 

“Then they get monthly 
injections for a period that 
can run usually between 
three and five years.”

Who would expect a quality 
steak at Mexicali Rosa’s?

do for 2011 but you still have 
over 10 months to find an ex¬ 
tra $2,000 to ease next year’s 
tax burden. (The following 
advice is for those who have 
their debt load under control. 
If not do the same thing but di¬ 
vert the money to your debts.) 

1. Devote some of your tax 
refund to your RRSP ($750) 

Last year, according the 
Canadian Revenue Agency, the 
average refund was $1,506, 
most from pa 3 n:oll deductions. 
Take half of that and put it 
into your RRSP. 

2. Increase your monthly 
RRSP contributions by $50 
($500 annually based on the 
10 remaining contribution 
months) 

If you haven’t already en¬ 
rolled in an automatic RRSP 
pa 5 a’oll deduction program, 
start one at $50 a month. If 
one is in place increase the de¬ 
duction by $50. 

3. Save your coins ($250) 

This is an easy and pain¬ 
less way to build up excess 



cash. Put a container in the en¬ 
tranceway of your house and 
empty your pocket or purse 
each time you enter the house.

Because my ex-husband is 
angry and uncivil, 1 have 
not been in communication 
with my ex-in-laws since our 
divorce. We were together 
for more than 20 years and 
have children. When there 
is a death or illness in that 
family, what protocol should I 
follow? It would seem strange 
for me to ignore it or not at¬ 
tend a funeral. 

Please advise. 

Hello. As you are experiencing, 
anger and lack of civihty is 
unfortunately common after 
a difficult divorce, and now 
translating that into dealing 
with former family mem¬ 
bers for such things as death 
becomes really tough. Even 
worse, the stress and imease 
of death makes many people 
react in an irrational and dif¬ 
ficult way. 

So back to your question; 
what should you do when you 
wish to attend a funeral of a 
divorced partner? Remember 
going to a funeral generally 
has two objectives: 

1. To assist you with your 
personal grieving process. 

2. To assist the family and 
be supportive of them through

their grieving process. 

If it is a large public funeral, 
you should feel 
free to attend. However, 
if this is a small or private 
funeral I think it’s best 
you speak with the next of Idn 
(ideally the head of the family 
of the deceased or your former 
husband or in-laws etc.). 

First express your condol¬ 
ences and ask if they would feel 
comfortable with you attending 
the funeral, since you knew and 
loved the deceased for more 
than 20 years. If they say yes, 
then attend the funeral, but out 
of respect for your ex-husband 
and children, keep a low profile. 
You are there to pay respects to 
the person who has just died. 

In the event that the family 
says no, then don’t make a big 
deal about it. You can celebrate 
this person’s life in several 
ways: have a church mass said 


in this person’s name or make a 
small donation to a hospital or 
organization in the name of the 
deceased. 

Finally no matter what the 
scenario is, write a note of 
condolence to each of the family 
members you are close with. 
This is the nicest and most gra¬ 
cious way to think of the living 
and the dead at the same time.

Familiar scenario for Halifax 



Centenary. Grieving 
for someone else’s 
disaster has become 
traditional role for city

April 2012 marks 100 years 
since RMS Titanic struck an 
iceberg and sunk into the At¬ 
lantic, and Halifax is one of 
six “Titanic Cities” marking 
the disaster’s centenary. 

Halifax is the only Titanic 
City outside of Europe and the 
only one that was never sup¬ 
posed to have any connection 
to the Titanic. The rescue and 


recovery were launched out 
of Halifax because it was the 
nearest port city with a rail¬ 
way connection. 

The grim recovery brought 
150 bodies to be buried in the 
city. A recent article in the 
U.K. Telegraph called Halifax 
“Titanic’s coroner, undertaker 
and mourner,” praising our 
forebears for gathering, iden¬ 
tifying and bur 3 dng the bodies 
with “diligence and respect.” 

Rob Gordon, co-author of 
Titanic Halifax (with Alan Jef¬ 
fers), says it’s a role Halifax 
has often fulfilled. 

“Halifax was where the 
world did its mourning. New 
York got the survivors; we got 
the dead. In some ways, that’s 
become our traditional role — 


to grieve for someone else’s 
disaster,” he says. 

He points to the 1873 sink¬ 
ing of White Star’s Atlantic 
near Lower Prospect, the 


crash of Swissair Flight 111 off 
Peggys Cove in 1998, and the 
Sept. 11, 2001, terror attacks 
in the U.S., when dozens of 
diverted planes brought 8,000 


shocked passengers to the 
Halifax airport. 

“(The Titanic) was not the 
first time we’d been in this 
position, but I guess it’s the 
most famous,” he says. 

During the research for 
his book, Gordon discovered 
he had a family connection: 
His great-uncle’s fiancee es¬ 
caped the disaster, while two 
other family members died. 
Their bodies were not found, 
but those that were recovered 
were taken to Snow’s funeral 
home. Snow’s still operates 
in Halifax, but what was the 
morgue in 1912 is now a res¬ 
taurant — the Five Fishermen. 

Gordon was also surprised 
to learn that the YMGA he 
frequented had a Titanic con¬ 


nection. George Wright, who 
died on the ship, left money 
to build it. 

The Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic is one of the most 
visible markers of Halifax’s 
Titanic connection. It displays 
some of the most significant 
Titanic artifacts in the world, 
including a well-preserved 
deck chair, a medicine chest, 
table leg and a cribbage board. 
It also has some heartbreak¬ 
ing items like a child’s shoe, 
the log of the Titanic’s wire¬ 
less distress messages and the 
fragment of a life-jacket. 

About 40 events are being 
held in Halifax in April, many 
of which are free.

Two Haligonians sailed on the 
Titanic — one died while the 
other survived. 

George Wright was born in 
Halifax in 1849. He travelled 
the world on business and 
created the massive Wright’s 
Business Directory to connect 
firms internationally, which 
made him a wealthy man. 

He retired in 1901 and 
built a home on Young Av¬ 
enue and Inglis Street. He 
continued to winter in south¬ 
ern Europe and was making 
his way home in the spring of 
1912 via the Titanic’s maiden 
voyage. He stopped to see his 
lawyer in London to update 
his will before departure. He 
never married and had no 
children, so he left his home 
to the Halifax Local Council 
of Women. 

None of the survivors re¬ 
membered seeing Wright on 
the Titanic and his body was 
not found. He was known as 
a heavy sleeper and may have 
slept through the whole or¬ 


deal — or at least until it was 
too late. He does have a grave 
marker at Christ Church 
Dartmouth. The council went 
on to play an important role 
in winning women the vote 
and is still based in the land¬ 
mark building. Wright’s den 
is now the office of NDP MLA 
Leonard Pre 5 Fra. 

Hilda Sla34:er was bom in 
Hahfax in 1882. She left in 
1902 to study music in Italy 


Her singing career faltered, 
and, at 27, she decided she was 
ready to many. She accepted 
the proposal of a British aristo¬ 
crat with the impressive name 
of Harry Reginald Dunbar La- 
con of Ottley, who owned a 
farm in B.C. 

She travelled to London to 
buy her “trousseau” — basic¬ 
ally her wedding dress — and 
booked passage on the Titanic. 

Sla34:er boarded with 


trunks containing her satin, 
opal and pearl wedding out¬ 
fits, valued at $7,000 

When the Titanic hit the 
iceberg, Sla 3 fter found her 
way onto lucky lifeboat 13. 
Her wedding dress was lost to 
the Atlantic, but she married 
Lacon a few months later. 

After her death in 1965, 
her body was returned to 
Halifax and buried in the 
Camp Hill Cemetery. 


Crash factors. Astronomy may have been one cause

It is well-known the Titanic 
crashed as a result of hitting 
an iceberg, but what gets 
much less attention are other 


factors that contributed to 
the crash. 

One that has recently re¬ 
ceived attention is the role as¬ 
tronomy may have played in 
the crash. In the current issue 
of Sky & Telescope magazine, 
physics Prof Donald Olson 


co-authored an article look¬ 
ing at this connection. 

“There can be unexpected 
connections between astron¬ 
omy and events in history,” 
the Texas State University 
professor wrote in an email. 

In this case, the moon 


was the closest it had come 
to Earth in more than 1,000 
years. 

This could have led to “un¬ 
usually strong ocean tides” 
in early January 1912, which 
may have put the iceberg on a 
collision course with Titanic.

Some of the musicians who 
played on the Titanic are 
buried in Halifax. 

Two-hour Bus Tour: Local 
historian Blair Beed wiU 
take people on a Titanic 
bus tour. Tickets are $25 
and the tours vaU depart 
from Historic Properties 
at noon and 2:30 p.m. on 
April 14. 

The Gathering: A walk¬ 
ing candle-lit procession 
wiU symbolize Halifax’s 
role in the tragedy as a 
horse-drawn carriage with 
a period-style casket and 
pallbearers lead the proces¬ 
sion. The event begins 
April 14 at 7:30 p.m. at 
the Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic and is free of 
charge. 

Titanic Toy Model Work¬ 
shop: A family activity, 
children six and older 
can build a small wooden 
model of the Titanic at 


the Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic. The event 
begins at 1:30 p.m. April 15 
and the cost is simply the 
price of admission to the 
museum. 

The Titanic Dinner: The 

Brookl 3 m Warehouse will 
be ofiering a 10-course 
meal on April 15 at 6 p.m.

In amongst the artifacts at 
the Maritime Museum of the 
Atlantic, there is one item 
in particular that stands out. 
Measuring about 14 centi¬ 
metres in length and six 


centimetres wide, the tiny 
pair of leather shoes belonged 
to 19-month-old Sidney Leslie 
Goodwin, an English boy who 
died in the Titanic disaster. 

For Gerry Lunn, the cur¬ 
ator of interpretation at the 
museum, the shoes stir a 
response in him whenever 
he looks at them, much like 


they do for anybody else who 
encounters them. 

“As a parent looking at 
those shoes, I can’t help but 
think of my own children 
when they were of a size to 
wear shoes of that size,” he 
says. “Of course, that leads 
me to thinking about how I 
would have felt if I had been 


placed in the situation of a 
parent holding on to the hand 
of a youngster, just under two 
years (of age) on the deck of 
this ship, knowing I and my 
child were quite likely go¬ 
ing to perish. At that point, I 
can’t really think about those 
emotions because they be¬ 
come too powerful for me.” 


Lunn says people often 
spend more time looking at 
the shoes than other parts of 
the exhibit and when they do, 
it’s often “in rather hushed 
tones,” he says. 

The Maritime Museum 
houses a permanent Titanic 
exhibit, titled The Unsinkable 
Ship and Halifax, which looks

With the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the sinking of the 
Titanic upon us, there is a 
special temporary exhibit 
that will be offered beginning 
Thursday. It relates to the role 
that cable ships played in the 
recovery effort.

The rescue effort for the Ti¬ 
tanic was launched from Hali¬ 
fax, the nearest major port 
with rail connections, and 
most of the recovered victims 
were buried here. 

Three ships left Halifax 
for the site of the sinking: 
Mackay-Bennett, Minia and 
Montmagny. They, along with 
Newfoundland’s Algerine, 
found most of the 337 bodies. 
The wreckage was scattered 
over many miles and 80 per 
cent of the bodies were lost. 

“As far as the eye could see, 
the ocean was strewn with 
wreckage and debris, with 
bodies bobbing up and down 
in the cold sea,” Arminias 
Wiseman wrote aboard the 


Mackay-Bennett after arriv¬ 
ing at the site of the Titanic 
sinking. 

Of the bodies found, 119 
were buried at sea, 209 were 
brought to Halifax and 59 
were claimed by relatives and 
repatriated. 

The remaining 150 bodies 
were first kept in a tempor¬ 
ary morgue in the Mayflower 
Gurling Glub on Agricola 
Street or at Snow’s funeral 
home. They were then buried 
in three Halifax cemeteries: 
121 at Fairview Lawn Gem- 
etery; 19 at Mount Olivet 
Gatholic Gemetery; and 10 at 
Baron de Hirsch Jewish Gem- 
eteiy. Forty-two bodies were 
never identified. 

Halifax has more Titanic 
graves than any other loca¬ 
tion. Fairview is the main site 
for visitors, where signs mark 


the Titanic history. The previ¬ 
ously obscure grave of crew¬ 
man Joseph Dawson became 
famous after the 1997 movie 
Titanic confused the real 
tomb marked “J. Dawson” 
with the fictional hero of the 
film. 

Halifax had never dealt 
with such a confusing arrival 
of bodies both known and un¬ 
known, and quickly came up 
with a system for connecting 
bodies to their possessions, 
storing a large number of 
bodies, and then burying 
them swiftly. 

Five years later, the city 
was struck by another tra¬ 
gedy — the Halifax Explo¬ 
sion. The system developed 
to handle the Titanic victims 
was revived and helped the 
city work through the De¬ 
cember 1917 disaster.

Alice Fortune, a 24-year-old 
from Winnipeg, is at a Gairo 
hotel Feb. 12, 1912, when an 
Indian man makes a start¬ 
ling premonition. 


“He took her palm and 
read it and said, T see you on 
a small boat surrounded by 
water.

“Everyone sort 
of laughed at this.” 


Two months later, the Ti¬ 
tanic sank. 

While Fortune survived, 
as well as her mother 
and two sisters, the same 


couldn’t be said for her fath¬ 
er and brother. 

While Ganadians made up 
a small contingent of the pas¬ 
sengers on the Titanic, their 


stories are often overlooked. 

“The Ganadians are among 
the most interesting passen¬ 
gers,” says Brewster.

Nobody has done more dam¬ 
age to the Halifax Moose¬ 
heads over the past two 
games than Gabriel Desjar¬ 
dins and his linemates. 

In a series fall of high- 
profile stars, the former 
Mooseheads fan favourite 
and his lesser-known line- 
mates Jeremie Malouin and 
Alexandre Comtois have 
led the charge for the Que¬ 
bec Remparts, who lead the 
QMJHL quarter-final series 
2-0 heading into Tuesday’s 
Game 3 at the Metro Centre. 

“They keep it simple, 
play hard, put pucks on 
net and play intense,” said 


Mooseheads head coach 
Dominique Ducharme. “We 
need to make sure we’re 
winning battles against 
them. They’re pla 5 dng with 
intensity, they don’t play 
a complicated game, and 
they’re having success be¬ 
cause they’re going to the 
net.” 

While 92-point man Fred¬ 
erick Roy and 40-goal sniper 
Mikhail Grigorenko have 
combined for just a goal and 
an assist, Desjardins and 
the so-called third line have 
been on the ice for five of 
Quebec’s eight goals, includ¬ 
ing all four non-empty-net 
even-strength tallies. 

Malouin has both game¬ 
winning goals while Com¬ 
tois (four assists) is tied with 
Desjardins (two goals, two 
assists) and Mooseheads 
rookie Nathan MacKinnon 
(three goals, one assist) for 
the series scoring lead. 

The 19-year-old Desjar¬ 
dins, who the Remparts ac¬ 
quired in January for blue- 
liner Brendan Duke and a 
swap of draft picks, co-leads 
the Remparts in playoff 


points and has been scoring 
at a 38-goal pace since the 
trade. 

“He’s played well since 
he’s gone to Quebec, and 
we’ve got to make sure we 
battle every shift and make 
sure we’re just as good or 
better than the guy we’re 
matching up against,” said 
Mooseheads right-winger 
Darcy Ashley. 

Defenceman Sawyer Han- 
nay added: “It comes down 
to shift-by-shift. We have to 
play equally as hard against 
every single one of their 
players and that’s when 
we’ll have success.” 

If the Mooseheads can 
keep the Desjardins trio 
in check, or at least match 
their intensity, it might be 
the difference in the series. 
They led by a goal going 
into the third period of each 
game and have been ahead 
for nearly 50 full minutes 
compared to less than 18 for 
the Remparts. 

A break here or a break 
there and the Mooseheads 
feel the series could have at 
least been tied 1-1.

“They were two exciting

Ashley said. “Sometimes 
that’s just how the dice roll, 
and we’ve got to come out in 
Game 3 ready to play.”
